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1„ On 13 January and 8 February 1954 a source determiaed that the quartering buildings 
at Sehoenwalde airfiold, formorly oacupied by the unit equipped with twin-engine 
aircraft 9 were still vacant and boarded up» No Soviet soldlers weering air force 
spaulets or air force insignia were aeen at the field» No aircraft were parked on the 
landing field or in front of the closed hangars nor was air activity conducted at the 
field» ' 

2» On 14 March, no aircraft vere observed at the field. The radio truck with rod antenna 
vhich had formerly been located at the field was reaoved» vhile the radio truck with 
a 7-sectional antenna was still there» 
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The quartering buildings at Schoenwaldo airfield are occupied by 
'units of the 31st AM Div of the Soviet Army» T he previously observed air force guarcl 
detail has apparently left the field. The radio truck with a 7-sectionai antenna is 
a Rus-2 type set» 
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
